DETAILED ACTION 
REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

US Pat No 7069462 to Owen et al 1 teaches determining whether or not a system is 

scheduled to be on line by accessing a system clock to determine the current day and time [cols. 

4-5 lines 63-21]. 

US Pat No 6748546 to Mirov et al teaches configuring a system between different modes 
during pre-selected time periods [cols. 24-25 lines 37-3]. 

US Pat No 4718007 to Yukino teaches comparing a present time to that of a scheduled 
ON time to determine if a power supply should be turned off [cols. 1-2 lines 59-2]. 

Applicants Admitted Prior Art teaches providing automatic power supply on/off control 
according to time zone information [pgs. 2-3]. 

The prior art of record does not teach or suggest either individually or in combination 
independently determining whether or not an acquired current operation mode corresponds to a 
desired operation mode by determining whether or not a current time belongs to a time zone of 
the acquired current operation mode indicated by set time zone information. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the issue 
fee.
